Richardson Jealous 
of Young Fife. 


The witness at the Inquest whose testi- 
mony was heard with keenest interest by 
the jury and spectators was Stuart Fife. 
23 years old, son of Joseph Fife who wes 
Mr. Richardson's partner in the Fife-Rich- 
ardson Mercantile Company of Savannah, 
the largest general store in the city. Young 
Vife is a clerk in the store. He testified 
that several months ago Richardson had 
accused him of heing intimate with his 
wife. He admitted that since that time he 
had not been on good terms with Richard- 
son.. Fife was ‘not questioned as to the 
truth of the accusations made against him 
by his father’s partner. The witness was 
questioned closely as to his whereabouts the 
night of the murder. He said that he had 
left the store at 7 o'clock and he gave in 
dctail his whereabouts until 11 o'clock, two 
hours after the shooting, the hour he re- 
turned to his home. It is probable that 
witnesses will be introduced at Friday's 
session to substantiate or refute Stuart 
Fife’s story as to his whereabouts. Fife 
was direct in his statements and his story 
seems to have made a favorable impres- 
sion, 

Charles Stanton on electrician testified 
that immediately after tragedy Mrs. Rich- 
ardson sent for him and asked for an inter- 
view. “I want to talk to you,” she said, 
but Stahton was so excited that he appears 
to have forgotten what Mrs. Richardson 
gai dto him. He believes that he was the 
first person in the house after the murder. 
He saw the dead man lying in the hall that 
runs through the middle of the house with 
his head just inside the sitting room door.

The issue is made principally by a leading 

hardware company of St. Louis, but has 
the support of the Businessmen’s League Of 
St. Louis. It involves a considerable class 
of hardware and erocery shipments in 
which St. Louis firms come in conf! 
New York firms, and with the jobbers on 
the Pacific coast. The main contention of 
the St. Louis shippers is that there shouid 
not be so wide a difference as at present 
between the rates on carload lots of their 
goods and smaller lots. The difference 
amounts in some cases to nearly 100 per 
cent—the rate per 100 pounds in small lots 
amounting to nearly twice the rate on car- 
load lots. 

The freight rates between the two oceans 
are involved, because of the uniformity of 
rates on carload lots from New York to 
San Francisco, and from St. Louis to San 
Francisco, ‘The remarkable fact that the 
New York rate is no higher than the St. 
Louis rate in spite of the thousand miles or 
more difference in distance is due to the 
water competition around Cane Horn. The 
complaint is made by S8t. Louis shippers 
that they cannot ship retail consignments 
to patrons in the Rocky Mountain district 
so cheaply as carload lots can-be shipped 
to San Francisco jobbers and shinped by 
them East in smal!l lots to their local pat- 
rons. This gives the New York shippers, 
according to the St. Louis line of argument, 

a distinct advantage.

“I think Sloan would have been much 
wiser to have kept in the background, at 
any rate for the present, and if he behaves 
himself in a quiet and unostentatious mai- 
ner for a year, there is no doubt he will be 
Sranted a Hcense again.

OFFICERS THINK HE IS THE MAN 


THE HUNT IS GROWING WARM IN 
ST. JOSEPH. 


Crowe Was Known to Have Been in 
Omaha Two Days Before the Ab- 
duction of Cudahy’s Son. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OMAHA, Neb., Dec. 27.—The army of de- 
tectives on the trail of the kidnapers of 
- Edward Cudahy, Jr., are still looking, or 
pretending to look, for Pat Crowe. Crowe, 
it is said, was seen in Omaha on Saturday, 
two days before the boy was stolen. He 
had been working for his brother-in-law, a 
dairyman near Omaha. 

Crowe, according to the St. Joseph police, 
{is certainly in or near that city, but a dis- 
patch was received here today from Den- 
ver, which says Detective Delue of that city, 
who has been doing criminal hunting in 
Denver for a number of years, says he is 
positive Pat Crowe is in jail in Laramie, 
awaiting trial on the charge of attempting 
to steal a tray of diamonds from a jewelry 
store. He knows Crowe we!l and declares 
the description tallies exactly with that of 
Crowe. 

That the kidnappers, whoever they may 
be, if captured, are almost certain to es- 
cape with no more severe punishment than 
a short term in the county jail is confirmed 
by lawyers who have been looking up every 
section of the statutes that 
brought to bear on the case.

Surprise at the audacious action of the

It would not be the first time the 
citizens of Omaha have taken the law into 
their own hands. In this case it is urged 
they. would be justit ied because the law does 
not afford adequate punishment for Kid- 
nappers. The citizens want to insure the 
safety of their children in future, because 
itis not évery one who can raise the money 
for a ransom as readily as did Mr, Cudahy. 
The surprise at his action has died out, and 
men who have sons are ready to admit they 
would have done the same. 

Mr. Cudehy has not regretted his compli- 
ance with the demands of the captors of his 
son and says he wou!ld do the same thing if 
called upon again. He proposes, however, 
if in his power, to make a second exper- 
fence impossibie.

LINE TO SOUTH AFRICA. 


The Hansa Service Will Run Monthly 
Ships Via Calcutta. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—A news steamer 
service is to be established from New York 
to South African ports and Calcutta by the 
'Deutsch Dampschiffahrts Geselischaft Han- 
sa, the new service to be known as the 
Hansa service. The exact date when the 
service will start has not been announced, 


but it will be in the near future, and the 
service will at first probably be monthly.

The Hansa lines tnclude at present some 
thirty-five vessels, which ply between Ham- 
burg and Antwerp and Colombo, Madras, 
Calcutta, Bombay, Karachi and Rangoon.
